not enough of the latter, and many 
persons were suffocated while waiting 
to be rescued. 
The boats were pre­ 
vented from using the eastern channel 
by the intense heat. 
It is rumored 
that one vessel set out with 307 refu­ 
gees aboard and all were drowned. 
The column of smoke from the vol­ 
cano Is three miles high. 
Some ashes 
have fallen here, 600 miles from the 
volcano. 
It is stated that 600 houses collapsed 
at 
Kagoshima, 
the 
mainland 
port 
across 
the inlet, three miles away, 
during the earthquakes on Monday. 
Tile inhabitants were unable to keep 
their feet and those who escaped from 
the city did so on their hands and 
knees. 
According to some reports, 
Kagoshima is covered with a^hes to a 
depth which is variously estimated at 
from two to fifteen feet. 
Some reports from the stricken re 
gion say that the earthquakes have 
ceased and that the volcanoes are 
quiet again. 
According to other re 
ports, there has been renewed and se­ 
vere activity. 
The city of Kagoshima, which was 
reported completely destroyed, fared 
much better than 
the earlier dis­ 
patches indicated. The city was badly 
damaged by the earthquake and by the 
ashes from the volcano, but the for­ 
eign office received a dispatch from H. 
Ijuan, formerly minister to China, who 
lives in Kagoshima, in which the loss 
of life is placed a f only ten persons 
killed. 
Thirty more were injured, he 
said. 
The dispatch added that the 
city had suffered severely in property 
loss and that great 
confusion pre­ 
vailed. 
Word that all Americans at Kago­ 
shima and the rest of the affected ter­ 
ritory are safe, was received from Carl 
F. Deichman, American consul at Na­ 
gasaki, ninety miles away. Mr. Deich- 
man’s telegram read: 
“A private tel­ 
egram states that Americans in Kago­ 
shima fled to Sendai. 
All safe.” 
The 
Americans in Kagoshima included a 
number of missionaries. 
The officers of the warships and of 
troops in and near the affected dis­ 
trict have orders to search the dis­ 
trict, particularly the island of Sakura, 
at the first opportunity. 
Accurate es­ 
timates of the loss of life are not like­ 
ly until this official search has been 
made. 
Private dispatches received here say 
that the first of the largest buildings 
of Kagoshima to be destroyed wa3 the 
postoffice, which collapsed at the be­ 
ginning of the series of earthquake 
shocks. Those in the building escaped 
injury, according to the dispatches, 
and the employes, with the help of 
soldiers from the barracks, put up a 
shanty in a field near the city and be­ 
gan the work of repairing the tele­ 
graph lines. 
The barracks, temples and the gov­ 
ernor’s residence crumpled up after 
succeeding shocks. 
The soldiers in 
the barracks are now' encamped in the 
squares. 
They have joined the city 
police in preventing looting and in the 
effort to restore some degree of order 
in the panic-stricken city. 
WTell over 1,000 refugees from the 
stricken district have arrived at Ku- 
manoto, to the north of Kagoshima. 
Kumanoto and other towns to which 
refugees have gone are having diffi­ 
culty in caring for them. 
Kumanoto 
itself is darkened by the shower of 
ashes from the volcano, according to 
dispatches thus far received. The rail­ 
road between Kumanoto and Kagoshi­ 
ma has been wiped out in several 
places and the work of repairing it is 
being rushed in order to get supplies 
to the Kagoshima district.
